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TESTING CHtLDREN 


Tho use of intelligence tests for determin- 


ing a child's abilities is overdone and has 
some harmful results, according to Dr. Roger 
J. Williams, bio-chemist at the University 
of Texas. 


This investigator is not the first to observe 


that a high IQ is not a guarantee of success 
in life or even of a profitable school career. 
Other scientists have concluded that home 
background and pre-school advantages have 
much to do with a child's record in a psy- 
chological test. That there is no such thing 
as the average child who can be used as a 
standard measurement is a fact which has 
become generally recognized. Teachers and 
parents who used to become excited over a 
iso-called genius rating have learned to con- 
sider the intelligence quotient but one factor 
in a child's development, and one which 
should be balanced against his social adjust- 
ment, his physical coordination, and char- 
acteristics such as persistence and adapt- 
ability. 


The intelligence test is not a Procrustean 


bed which every child need stretch and strain 
to fit It is merely one of the tools used in 
determining his abilities, his possibilities, and 
his needs, 


PASSIONS OF WAR 


As European nations continue to deal with 


their war criminals, punishments become 
lighter. Dr. Werner Brat, who ruled Den- 
mark for the Nazis, was sentenced to death 
when he WHS tried klioiily aEtei- the bwar 
ended: now n Danish appeals court has com- 
muted this sentence to five years in prison, 
The court reduced the- death .sentence of 
Otto Bovcnslapen, Naxl Gestapo chief in 
Denmark, to life imprisonment.7 In "France, 
Otto Abetz, Hitler's ambassador to Paris 
and tho virtual ruler of France during the 
war, must have expected only death. when 
he was arrested, but .his trial was finished 
only this summer and his sentence was 20 
years. 


These are indications that the intense pas- 


sions of war, like other passions, subside 
quickly when there are other problems to 
occupy the mind. If there had been a way 
to interrupt the kindling of passions when a 
war was abotiMo begin, and provide a year 
or two for cooling off, many wars might 
never have happened. 


The new premier of France, Jules Moch, 


is a Socialist, but his statements of aims 
indicate there is one feature of Socialism he 
would like to abolish. This is government 
control of wages, He said he hoped for a 
return to collective bargaining. 


Moch must know that government fixing 


of wages is unavoidable as long as the gov- 
ernment engages tn such activities as owner- 
ship of some industries and strict control of 
others, and control of prices and other fac 
tors of the economy., But government wage 
control was the rock against %vhich the ship 
of the Queullle government was crushed; it 
is understandable that Moch would like to 
avoid it, 


MS-USED BRAINS 


A federal court in the Midwest recently 


received the case of a delinquent boy who 
at the age of 15 had a record of half a dozen 
detected thefts, three in the category of 
grand larceny and two including breaking 
and entering, and of eleven escapes from 
detention institutions. The boy had un- 
usually high intelligence, as shown by stand- 
ard tests. 


Perhaps this boy, still so young, is not yet 


beyond reciamntlon. What n pity it would be 
if such intelligence should flnd no construc- 
tive use. A still greater pity Is that the early 
escapades of a delinquent child all too often 
are not handled with intelligence which 
would match that of this boy.

barrage of criticism. Men have-been appointed to 
the Supreme Court ot th? United States who do 
not command the respect ot the legai profession 
or of the people. It has been rumored that, candi- 
dates for eJective judicial ofilee buy their nomina- 
tions either by direct transactions or by contribu- 
tions to party Cuntls. Lftwyer* have been appolnlod 
to receiverships unti other "references" whose vcyy 
appointments Rive tiro tapres»lcm ot Impropriety, 
if not of comipUon, And Jiiwycvs have been neon 
to bohavo in court an though they wore on a 
street corner soap box exhibiting themselves with- 
out regard to propriety or their positions as offi- 
cers of the court, 


The' lawyers who represented the 11 convicted 


Communists have been hejtl Jn contempt by Judge 
Harold Medina and have been sentenced to prison 
terms. Their behavior in court has outraged every 
sense ot fitness, of order, of tho preservation .of 
the dignity of the court. Judge Medina's patience 
was obviously taxed and at one time he collapsed 
under the stress of their bad conduct. It does1 not 
matter whether they are or are not Communists, 
or whether they represent Communists. What does 
waiter is that they laHed to realize that apart 
from their proper function of protecting their 
clients, they albo must protect the dignity of our 
courts and of our judicial procefes, A lawyer should 
be a gentleman even while defending a criminal. 
These men wm probably servo their prison 
terms and come out to sin some more. But that 
is not loo important. What is very serious is that 
a trial such as this could have happened; that the 
judge should have been forced to accept humilia- 
tion, insult, personal abuse to avoid a mistrial, or 
to prevent some higher covrrt from accepting some- 
thing that the judge might have said 'as the basis 
for a reversal at the decision ot the jury. The 
procedure in the court ought to be revised to pro- 
tect the judge and the process of law from the 
Irresponsibility and impropriety of lawyers who" 
fail to recognize their full duty. Certainly the bar 
associations owe It to the good name and the in- 
tegrity of their profession to undertake a thorough 
study of this problem, 
, 
In this particular case, the lawyers undoubtedly 


were more than advocates; they acted as1 though 
they were themselves part of the very apparatus 
of which their clients were tho servants. But other 
.lawyers have acted badly to our courts, for no 
reason other than to convince- their clients that 
they were taking risks on their behalf. Ouv courts 
ought never to be noisy, plamorous; irreverent in- 
stitutions, We need to be sure of that in thcso 
confusing times. 
It would be preferable that judges should not 
be thrown into the hell-fire of party politics. Our 
campaigns have grown increasingly distressing. 
Candidates, even for the highest places, no longer 
devote themselves to issues, nor do 'they pursue 
gentlemanly amenities.* They hi«U Imprecations 
anil talselwotis at each other. 
For instance, in the New York state campaign 


for United States senator, a motif has been in- 
jected which m«U disgust Americans who., love 
our Institutions, particularly the right of the 
people to choose their own government at a secret 
election at which each person may vote a* an in- 
dividual, owing at that moment allegiance to no 
man on earth or to no party but -only to God and, 
his own conscience, 
Into this campaign have been injected religious 


differences and the point has boon made that John 
Foster Dulles Is « religious bigot. Whoever says 
that Is a liar. But that Is not what I am discuss- 
ing; it ,is rather that such things could bo, that 
no Hcnsc of decency comes to the rescue of those 
who arc mullcned bcctvusq- they- would serve ;the 
United States. We have lost something in these 
years and If it is old fogy to expect dignity, then 
it were bettor that we teveH to dignity and pro- 
priety and manUnoss, If our politicians, «s our 
lawyers^ noed to be buffoons to get on, our coun- 
try needs protection from its own-children, and the ' 
children need to be re-educated,

Many corporations! are tighten- 


ing their- belts these days to re- 
duce costs, 
Mori of them are 
keeping their research depart- 
ments working ful) blast, prefer- 
ring to cut corners in other direc- 
tions because, by and large, re- 
search has been found to pay its 
way—opening new sales 
fields., 


and cutting production costs, 
But some companies, wonder- 


ing about their sales luturc, are 
issuing 
orders 
now that 
the 
laboratories concentrate on re- 
search leading to a definite prod- 
uct in sight rather ihun "pure 
science," and tljut tho laboratory 
director keep In close touch with 
the sales manager, 


One research leader—Dr, C. F. 
Rassweiler, vice-president for re- 
search and development' of the 
Johns-Manville Corp.—told mem- 
bers of the American Chemical 
Society at Stamford. Conn,, last 
night: 


"The rate at which research re- 
sults are being secured hus, in 
some cases, exceeded the absorp- 
tive ability of companies and even 
whole industries," He added that 
research cobta, like others, had 
gone up, and, unfortunately, nt a 
time when companies were find- 
ing it hard to interest venture 
capita). 


The laboratory must get in step 


with the company's market needs 
and its chances of getting capital 
iunds, Dr, Rassweiler said. 


A research man's idea of how 
this couid be reduced to1 a scien- 
tific basis, instead of guesswork, 
was presente'd at another Ameri- 
can Chemical Society meeting last 
night—this one in Buffalo, N, Y. 
—by Fred Olson, director<of re- 
search and, development of Olin 
Industries, East Alton, 111, 
He has figured out "an index o[ 
return," based on the experience 
oC his company, winch makes such 
things as firearms, brass products, 
flashlights and explosives, He says 
many companies now allot an 
amount otjual to three per cent of 
their net sales to their research 
budget. But he finds manage- 
ment 
growing 
more 
skeptical 
every day about research pro- 
grams in which the likely profits 
are mere guesswork, or even mere 
chance. 


His index has three Items: 1. 


Savings on improved processes for 
0no year; 2. three per cent of net 
sales of improved products for 
one year; and 3. three per cent of 
net sales of new products for three 
years. The "index is charted quar- 
terly for each research problem, 
and the same chart also shows the 
research expense during tho quar- 
ter.
